Within  the  framework  of  this  statement,  Mr.  Ab¬ 
ram  Chayes,  legal  adviser  to  the  U.S.  State  Department,  de¬ 
veloped  the  topic,  “Goals  and  Methods  of  U.  S.  Foreign  Pol¬ 
icy,”  at  the  recent  MSC  Institute  on  International  Politics. 

Speaking  with  reference  to  European  integration  with 
the  emphasis  upon  the  veto  of  the  British  entrance  into  the 
Common  Market,  Mr.  Chayes  stated  the  DeGaullc’s  act 
would. become  “a  footnote  to  history.”  He  said  the  United 
States  has  sought  the  growth  and  integration  of  Europe 
and  that  DeGaulle  has  not  changed,  but  has  altered  the 
foreign  policy  of  the  United  States  In  Europe. 

Delivering  his  comments  from  a  text  prepared  by  tlie 
State  Department,  Mr.  Chayes  gave  an  extensive  historical 
review  of  the  recovery  of  Eui'ope  since  the  end  of  World  War 
II.  He  stressed  the  Marshall  Plan,  NATO,  the  European  Coal 
and  Steel  Community,  Euratom  and  the  Common  Market. 

Mr.  Chayes  reviewed  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  Rome 
and  stated  that  the  Common  Market  could  “turn  Into  itself” 
or  could  move  outward  with  resulting  liberalization  of  trade 
patterns  in  the  world.

“At  Nassau,  Kennedy  and  Macmillian  were  opening  a 
new  door,”  Chayes  stated  as  he  moved  into  a  discussion  of 
what  some  of  the  modifications  might  be.  He  suggested  that 
the  Nassau  meeting  would  turn  our  foreign  policy  into  a 
new  vehicle  as  Britian  and  the  United  States  considered 
the  creation  of  a  multilateral  force  of  nuclear  submarines 
under  NATO. 

There  will  be  set-backs  in  the  integration  of  Europe.  How¬ 
ever,  Mr.  Chayes  stated  that  the  United  States  would  continue 
to,  support  the  political  economic  unification  of  Europe  and 
that  “the  New  Europe  will  continue  to  grow.” 

Since  Mr.  Chayes  spoke  from  an  official,  rather  than  a 
personal  text,  he  was  limited  in  what  he  said  lest  he  make 
policy.  Therefore,  the  talk  was  one  of  historical  fact,  supple¬ 
mented  by  an  aura  of  optimism  that  we  wiE  survive,  a  general 
understanding  one  would  likely  get  from  the  crisis  in  Europe. 
The  terms  of  that  survival,  however,  remained  obscure. 


When  the  question  of  panty 
raids  came  up,  the  Eastern 
Echo  repotred  some  humor¬ 
ous  answers.

Language  Opportunities 
To  College  Students 


EAST  LANSING — Students  at 
colleges  and  universities  across 
the  nation  are  eligible  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  an  unique  foreign 
language  program  in  Europe, 
offered  this  fall  by  Michigan 
State  University  in  cooperation 
with  the  Foundation  for  Euro¬ 
pean  Language  and  Education¬ 
al  Centers  of  Zurich,  Switzer¬ 
land. 

Twelve-week  intensive  lang¬ 
uage  programs  will  be  offer¬ 
ed,  beginning  Sept.  30,  in 
French  at  Paris,  France  and 
Lausanne,  Switzerland;  in  Ger¬ 
man  at  Cologne,  Germany;  in 
Italian  at  Florence,  Italy;  and 
in  Spanish  at  Barcelona  and 
Madrid,  Spain. 

Deadline  for  applications  for 
the  Fall  program  is  March  27. 

As  an  integral  part  of  each 
program,  students  will  make 
frequent  field  trips  and  parti¬ 
cipate  in  seminar-type  discus- 
cions  devoted  to  the  cultural, 
political,  social  and  economic 
institutions— past  and  present — 
of  the  country  in  which  they 
are  residing. 

Language  students  will  re¬ 
side  with  European  families  in 
order  to  more  quickly  gain 
linguistic  proficiency  and  to 
understand  more  fully  the  peo¬ 
ple  whose  language  they  are 
studying. 

Cost  of  the  program  varies 
between  $750  and  $850,  de¬ 
pending  upon  location,  and  in¬ 
cludes  round-trip  air  transpor¬ 
tation,  room,  board  and  tuition. 
Participants  will  leave  New 
York  for  Europe  Sept.  23,  and 
return  Dec.  23.

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Why  Open  Stacks? 

ave  you  ever  gone  to  the  libary  in  a  rush  to  look  up  some 
mation  and  found  the  book  missing  or  the  page  cut  out? 
0,  you  are  acquainted  with  the  frustrating  problem  of  book 
Unfortunately  it  is  generally  the  books  in  demand  that  are 
or  Irregularly  borrowed.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  James  John- 
librarian,' the  only  one  hundred  percent  effective  way  to 
book  loss  is  to  lock  the  library  and  let  no  one  in.  A  more 
tical  solution  could  be  closed  stacks. 


If  lost  books  are  such  a  problem,  why  allow  the  stacks  to 
ain  open?  The  simple  answer  is  that  closed  stacks  are  more 
ensive  than  lost  books.  The  expense  of  hiring  pages  for 
Bed  stacks  can  be  better  spent  promptly  replacing  books  in 
ir  proper  places. 

What  does  the  term  “closed  stacks”  mean?  In  a  library 
:h  closed  stacks  the  student  must  do  all  his  looking  in  the 
d  catalog  and  give  specific  Dewey  decimal  numbers  to  a 
e  who  brings  the  books  from  the  stacks  or  book  shelves, 
ce  browsing  in  the  stacks  is  not  allowed,  students  must  re- 
n  to  the  card  catalog  when  specific  books  cannot  be  found 
cannot  be  used.  Anyone  who  has  used  this  system  can  testi- 
to  the  frustration  involved.  Of  course,  those  people  who 
;efer  the  closed  system  are  the  ones  in  positions  to  be  issued 
•mits  to  browse  in  the  stacks. 

Tlie  library  stacks  at  NWMSC  have  not  been  closed  for 
e  past  fifteen  years  for  which  students  can  be  very  thankful, 
though  our  stacks  are  open  this  does  not  mean  that  students 
e  privileged  to  remove  books  from  the  library  without  going 
irough  proper  checkout  procedures.  The  library  budget  cannot 
lord  expenses  such  as  the  replacement  of  the  latest  edition 
Who’s  Who  In  America  because  some  student  was  too  lazy 
i  copy  the  article  on  David  Lawrence  but  cut  it  out  of  the 
)ok  instead. 

For  those  students  who  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  pa- 
ence  to  stay  in  the  library  to  take  notes  from  magazines  and 
1'erence  books,  relief  is  in  sight.  The  library  has  acquired  a 
?w  Thermofax  dry  duplicator  which  will  be  Installed  this 
eek.  This  duplicator  is  built  to  reproduce  pages  from  books 
■  other  library  materials,  including  pictures,  in  black  and  white 
Ints.  This  service  takes  about  three  minutes  per  page  and  is 
I'ailable  to  any  student  who  pays  a  nickel  for  each  sheet  of 
uplication.  It  is  expected  that  the  lowered  cost  of  book  replace- 
lent  caused  by  student  use  of  the  Thermofax  will  pay  for  the 
achine. 


I.  A.  Dept. 
Offers  Course 
In  Electronics 

Students  who  fire  Interested 
In  electronics  and  have  taken 
Industrial  Arts  80  can  now  de¬ 
velop  their  skills  still  further. 
A  new  course,  LA.  81,  is  being 
offered.  Mr.  Peter  Jackson,  the 
teacher  of  the  class,  said 
that  the  class  will  be  treating 
electronics  as  it  regards  the 
radio. 

This  is  not  merely  a  course 
in  radio  repair.  Mr.  Jackson  is 
teaching  from  the  standpoint 
of  not  Just  what  is  wrong  but 
why  it  is  wrong.  If  the  trouble 
is  in  the  circuit,  what  caused 
it? 

Students  who  take  the  course 
will  have  access  to  the  best  of 
equipment.  There  have  been 
two  power  supply  tunnels  pur¬ 
chased,  and  Mr.  Jackson  hopes 
that  in  the  near  future  the  de¬ 
partment  will  be  able  to  pur¬ 
chase  more  of  these  mechan¬ 
isms  so  that  each  worktable 
may  be  equipped.  The  equip¬ 
ment  also  includes  all  matter 
of  testing  equipment  and  met¬ 
ers. 

At  present  the  class  is  busy 
troubleshooting  on  radios  and 
kits  that  have  been  built  in  the 
past.  This  entails  searching  for 
the  difficulty  in  the  radio  re¬ 
ception.  Throughout  the  semes¬ 
ter  there  will  probably  be  ra¬ 
dios  and  kits  constructed,  but 
only  for  the  purpose  of  under¬ 
standing  the  intricacies  of  the 
electronics  involved.  Mr.  Jack- 
son  wants  to  give  his  students 
the  basic  understanding  neces¬ 
sary  for  them  to  teach  elec¬ 
tronics  in  high  schools.
